The World’s 
Thing of the Past. 


Organized Labor Came in Contact 
With the Government. 


It Was an Attempt to Unionize the 
Fair and Nothing More. 


Union Men Yield to the Demands of the 
Exposition Qfficials That They May 
soy Whom They 
See Fit. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cuicaco, April 10.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The great strike at” the 
World’s Fair is a thing of the past, and 
the men who walked out this morning 
will walk back again tomorrow -morn- 
ing, and minety-one out of every hun- 
dred of them will work for the same 
wages and the same number of hours 
as before the strike. For the first time 
since its inception organized labor came 
squarely im contact with the United 
States Government, and while all the 
questions of wages were satisfactorily 
settled, the right of an employer to use 
non-union men, ths right of mento be 
in the ranks of organized labor or with- 
out them, was insisted upon by the rep- 


| resentatives of the National Govern- 


ment, and: acknowledged by the union 
men themselves. For twelve hours to- 
dav the results of the painstaking ex- 
penditure of more than twenty millions 
of dollars, the good name of a mighty 
nation, and its pledges to the nations of 
the earth were imperiled and en- 
dangered,, while the men who reaped 
the benefits of the expenditure of 
that money argued with the men 
who controlled it over a question of 5 
cénts an-hour, and the right of the men 
to think and act as they please within 
the law. It took cool heads and tem- 
perate blood to guide the dispute to a 
peaceful issue, but, fortunately, these 
elements were not lacking.- It was 10 
o’clock tonight wher the meeting be- 
tween the Council of Administration 
and the representatives of the Building 


| Trades’ Gouncil came to an agreement, 


which -is to. continue throughout the 
entire period of the exposition, and 
under which further trouble seems to 
be impossible. The men have received 
a formal concession of the minimum 
rate, Of and yielded to the 
demands oF the exposition officials that 
they may employ any man, whether he 
be or be nat-a member of any labor or- 
ganization. 

PEACE OVERTURES. 

The first step looking toward peace 
was made this afternoon, when the com- 
mittee of strikers submitted to the 
Council of Administration a proposition 
toarbitrateon April1l2. The council 
was in session, and promptly returned 
an answer that it was prepared to meet 
the men atonce. To this the commit- 
tee agreed, and the result wasa lengthy 
meeting. All the points inthe case 
gone over, afd at 100’clock to- 
night the council presented to the Exe- 
cutive Committee of strikers resolu- 
tions declaring thatin the employment 
of workmen or artisans, representa- 
tives of unionsjor organized labor shall 


| be entitled to equal consideration with 


non-union men, and that workingmen 
heretofore employed who today struck 
shall not be refused employment here- 
after on that account, it being the ex- 
pressed purpose of the council that or- 
| ganized labor, as such, shall not be dis- 
criminated against, and further, that 
there shall be. paid every artisan em- 
ployed at least the minimum gate of 
wages prescribed for his trade. 

These concessions were made with the 
distinct understanding that they would 
be accepted by the Executive Commit- 
tee as a full settlement and solution of 
the present controversy; that the men 
who have gone on. strike shall return 
to work at once, and that the provis- 
ions and stipulations of said resolutions 
shall continue in force and be operative 
during the a period of the exposi- 
tion. 

These peaches were at once signed 
by all the members of the strikers’ Ex- 
ecutive Committee, representing eight 
or nine thousand laboring men, and 
the trouble was over. ' 

A CLOSE CALL. 

It was a close call for the exposition, 
notonly for its opening, but for its 
success. The work of the men who 
struck today isnearly over, and while 
they could not have ruined the fair, 
they might, by stopping work, have so 
delayed matters that the exposition 
could not have been in complete readi- 
ness by the lst of May. 

There was great relief expressed on 
both sides when the thing was over, for 


‘public opinion which would fall upon 
the party that @pposed or obstructed 
the success of the exposition. 

The strike today was an attempt to 
‘unionize the fair—nothing more and 
nothing less, The labor leaders claim 
the fair authorities have not kept faith 
with them, because they had refused to 
consider the making of a new agree- 
ment in the face of the fact that the 
majority of the contractors employed 
-by the exposition had already made ar- 
rangements with the men, entirely sat- 
isfactory to the latter. 

Two years ago, when the labor repre- 
sentatives made a demand that none 
but union men would be employed at 
the fair, thev were asked if they could 
guarantee that the unions could fur- 
nish enough men at all times to enable 


the work to be. prosecuted without 


delay. After-taking account of stock, 
they were forced to confess that 
the unions were not strong enough to 
furnish all the men the ‘exposition 
would require. They were ‘then in- 
ose by the National Cofnmission 

the Government could not and 
would not discriminate against men be- 
cause they were or were not members 
of labor. organizations, This ended 
the argument on the union question, 
and the matter dropped until two weeks 
ago, when the unions put in a demand 
thatnon-union men be discharged. It 
was refused, and then the trouble began. 
which culminated in today’s strike. It

went out when ordered to doso by the 
walking delegates, and most of them 
were very unwilling. There were 
several quarrels and numerous minor 
fights'during the day, but nothing of a 
serious nature occurred. 

THE GOVERNMENT AND LABOR UNIONS. 

The conference between the Council 
of Administration and the committee 
was entirely friendly, and-only once did 
mattersJook dark, and that was before 
the conference, when Mr. Russell, rep- 
resenting the strikers, approached with 
the proposal for arbitration. Russell 
was met with the reply that the coun- 
cil could not and would not discuss the 
proposition to employ none but union 
men. 


Mr. Massey, of the National Commis- | 


sion, is also of the council, and said 
that the law of the United States bear- 
ing on the freedom of contract forbade 
himin his capacity as a Government 
officer to vote for anything that in- 
volved discrimination between citizens, 
because they were union or non-union 
men. Commissioner Massey further 
asked Russell whether he had stopped 
to consider the very unpleasant posi- 
tion the union assumed when it laid it- 
self liable to the charge of conspiracy, 
not only against the State and national 
law, but against the treaty laws pre- 
vailing between the United States and 
foreign countries, represented in the 
park. This seemeda new thought to 
the labor leader, and after a conference 
with President Cogswell and other rep- 
resentatives, there was no delay in con- 
cluding the conference. 


The Santa Fe Strike.

A Trip to Quesnstown in Three Days 
and Ten Hours. 


A Graycrhaired Inventor of New York 
Claims to Have Discovered a 
New Motive Power—Its 
Method,

New York, April 10.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| George Sheftield, a 
gray-haired inventor of this city, today 
announced on the Maritime Exchange 
that he has invented a new marine en- 
gine that would enable the Paris or 
Teutonic to make a trip from New York 
to Queenstown in three days and ten 
hours. He said the engine was not 
problematical, but an acknowledged 
fact, and that it could propel vessels of 
5000 tons at the rate of thirty-five 
miles an hour. The record-breakers, 
the Paris and Teutonic, have on aver- 
age speed of less than twe e 
miles per hour. Nocoalis to be used 
on this ocean steamer. In brief, the 
thing will be a motor power. 
Enough of this can be put in 
a couple of flour barrels’ to

NE EFARIOUS BUSINESS. 


Officers Who Work the Vagrancy Laws for 
Revenue Only. 
Atty.-Gen. Dillon has sent out the 
following caustic circular to justices of 
peace and constables throughout the 

county: 


Iam directed by the Board of Supervisors 
to call your attention to the fact that the 
‘vagrancy laws of California were enacted 
for the protection of the people: from the 
lawlessness of vagrants and not for the 
purpose of enabling certain officials to live 
off of the taxpayers of the community. 
There are in this county some justices 
and constables who are running the 
vagrancy business forrevenue. They seem 
to have no regard for the demands of so- 
ciety. Some of the reports coming into 
this office for each month contain from 
fifteen to thirty vagrancy cases, every one 
of which is commenced on a complaint tiled 
by the constable or his deputy. Among 
the justices’ claims filed for the month of 
December last was one for fifty-nine 
vagrancy cases, for which the county al- 
lowed and paid $177. 

The.tramps do not seem to annov any 
one but the officers who can make some: 
thing from their arrest and conviction. 
The tramp law, as now executed, is costing 
the taxpayers of this county not less than 
$30,000 per annum, and in ninety-nine 
cases out of a hundred. no one is benefited 
except the justices and constables, who 
draw that sum from the public treasury. 

The board is aware that there may be 
meritorious vagrancy cases, and for such. 
payment will be cheerfully made, but 
where it is apparent from the returns that 
the vagrancy business is run for revenue, 
the claims of officers will be rejected by the 
board, _ constables and justices who per- 
sist in prostituting their offices for the fees 
that can be obtained for arresting men for 
the crime of being poor and out of work, 
will be compelled to resort to the courts for 
their collection, as they will not be allowed 
or paid by this board. 

Where complaint under oath is made by 
any citizen who is annoyed by tramps or 
vagrants, and a warrant is issued and an 
‘arrest made, as in otber cases. the claims 
of justices and constables will be paid, but 
they will not be paid where the arrest is 
made by the constable or his deputy on his 
own motion and without warrant. 

Certain justices have returned a portion 
of their vagrancy cases under the head 
‘‘Malicious Misbief" 


meant by there ternis they reply that 
“Fraad and Resistance’’ means *‘attempt- 
ing to steal a ride on a railroad after hav. 
ing been once put off of atrain,’’ and that 
“Malicious Mischief’’ means “building a 
fire out of old ties found along the right of 
way ofaraiiroad.”’ This is mere subter- 
fuge to return a vagrancy case under some 
other name and all such cases will be re- 
garded as vagrancy cases.

It was not until Joseph Chamberlain, 
arose that the House assumed an aspect 
of interest and attention. Chamber- 
lain said the bill proposed to establish 
a broad, new constitution for Ireland. 
“The Prime Minister asked,’’ then con- 
tinued Chamberlain, ‘‘when the contro- 
versy would be settled if the measure 
should be rejected.’’ The whole ques- 
tion really was: Would the bill settle 
thecontroversy? Was not Gladstone in 
too great.a hurry, and was he not too 
impatient to deal with the Irish difi- 
culty? A newera had opened for Ire- 
land with the disestablishment of the 
Irish church. Then the agrarian 
question had been partly = settled. 
Time ought to be given to allow for the 
beneficial operation of these other 
measures, but the Prime Minister said 
Ireland i§ still’ discontented, and that 


‘| mo progress toward conciliation kad 


been made. If such is the case then 
the predictions of the Prime Minister 
regarding the measures he had already 
provided for [reland had proved falla- 
cious and threw discredit onsimilar 
predictions in regard to the present 
measure of giving Ireland a separate 
legislature. It is probable that the 
people of England would accept the 
bill if they believed it would enable 
them to get rid of the§ Irish question, 
but I fear it would do- nothing of the

Chamberlain quoted various /utter- 
ances in the past of the present Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, the Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster, and Secre- 
tary for Scotland of an unkind nature 
concerning some of the Irish leaders, 
and added that these were the utter- 
ances of four ministers who now lead 
the way in proposing to establish such 
a parliament. He would not say that 
Ireland, if England should be engaged 
in war, would takes sides against her, 
but it was possible the sympathy of the 
Trish might be with England’s’ oppo- 
nents, thereby exposing England to the 
risk of a simultaneous civil and foreign 
war.

The Taking of Testimony is 
Concluded |

Several Witnesses Testify in Mrs. 
Henderson's Behalf. 


they That Her ‘Character for 
Truth is | Bad.

The trial of the case against ex- 
County Recorder John W. Francis, 
charged with arson, which has occu- 
pied the undivided attention 6f Judge 


Smith anda jury for the past eleven 


days, was concluded in Department 
One yesterday so far as the evidence is 
concerned, and, as the. Court limited 
the time for the argument of the case 
until noon today, it is probable that the 
matter will’ be definitely disposed of 
some time this evening. 

The day’s proceedings commenced at 
9:80 o’clock, Miss M. J. Eddo being 
called by the prosecution in rebuttal. 

She testified to the effect that she re- 
sided with her brother on G street, 
Pico Heights, near the Francis resi- 
dence. She had: known Mrs. Hender- 
son since December last, and believed 
her reputation in. the community for 
truth, honesty-and integrity to be good. 
At any rate, she never heard it ques- 
tioned. She saw Mrs, 
the second fire of the Francis house, and 
talked with her. She was not intoxt- | 
cated at that time. 

‘Counsel for the defendant moved to 


‘strike out the witness’ testimony on the 


ground that she had not properly 
qualified as a character witness, but the 
Court promptly overruléd the objection. 

Upon crogs-examination witness ad- 
mitted that she had’ never talked to 
any one about Mrs. Henderson’s social 
standing. and had heard nothing of her 
character .as to integrity. She denied 
that she had talked. about the matter 
with Mrs. Henderson, and stated that. 
she did not khow What she had been 
subpoenaed for until she came into the. 
courtroom. Her relations with Mrs. 
Henderson had been ‘purely on matters 
of business. She did not visit her, not 
that she considered her-an.unfit person 
to associate with, but because she verv 
seldom mingled with her-neighbors. | 

She admitted that her, brother was 
not on friendly terms with Francis, but 
she did not share her brother’s feeling 
toward the defendant, and the fact 
that her nephew had been arrested on 
suspicion of incendiarism had not em- 
bittered her in the slightest degree, be- 
cause that occurred dead the Francis 
fire. 

The defendant's counsel his. 
motion to strike out the witness’ testi- 
monyon the ground that it not 
been shown that, she was a quainted 
with Mre. Henderson's: gentra ai reputa- 
tion, but the Court again overruled the 
motion, to which the defense excepted.

tion it. 

Upon cross-examination witness 
stated that when she spoke to Mrs.

company refused to pay the $1500 in- 
surance on Mrs, ‘Hengerson’s, house, but 
she did hear Mrs. Berry accuse her of 
arson.

The City Council met in regular session 

yesterday afternoon. President Weed pre- 

sided, and all the trustees were present ex- 
cept Mr Lukens, who {fs out of town, 

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. — 

All bills filed to date were referred to the 
Committee on Auditing and Finance, with- 

- out reading. 

Capt. John Cross of Angeles ad- 
dressed the board briefly op the matter of 
an electric road between Pasadena and 
that city, and filed a petition for a fran. 
chise, which bas previously been printed in 
these columns. Mr. Young. another ap- 
plicant for an electric road franchise, 
stated that the matter would be-givéo a 
\hearing by the county Board ®f°?Super- 
Visors on April 18. ane 

A paper was submitted, signed by George 
Taylor and two other property-owners on 
Peach Place, protesting against being in- 
cluaed in the district as mapped out by 
property-owners on Orange Place, in a pre- 
vious petition, asking that asewer be laid 
on the last-named thoroughfare, Taylor’s 
paper set forth that there are twelve 
houses on Orange Place and only three 
houses on Peach Place that would be bene- 
fited by such sewer, and further, that a 
sewer on Peach Place would only necesst- 
tate laying forty feet of pipe, whereby the 
proposed plan will necessitate 175 feet. 
The paper was filed. 

, B. F. Ball,gepresenting the First Na-’ 
tional Bank, was granted permission tocon- 
nect the cellar of the Y.M.C.A. building, on 
the northeast corne: of Fair Oaks avenue 
and Valley street, with the sewer to afford

“California,’’ said one of the ablest de- 
baters from the State at the “Irrigation 
Congress’ at Salt Lake, ‘‘is the only State 
in the Union where a man acquires the 
reputation of ‘liar by telling the truth.’ ”’ 
That would be about the status of anybody 
who should endeavor to give any accurate 
figures on our alfalfa harvests, even sup- 
posing it was possible to do so. 


‘To point out at once both the extent of 


our alfalfa fields and the difficulties in the 
way of a would-be accurate statistician. 
Suppose we hoard the Southern Pacific and 
take an hour's ride outto the truly splendid 
Poso rancho, containing some one hun- 
dred and fifty thovieand acres. No more 
beautiful tract of land lies out of doors 
anywhere. Here is a sublivision in the 
southwestern portion, 


Over twenty 
thousand head of graded beef cattle are 
grazing there and converting ‘these fields 
into porterhouse and surloin steaks. I 
venture the assertion thateven the august 
Census Bureau of Uncle Sam would not try 
to figure just how many thousand tons of 
alfalfa will be required to produce so many 
thousand tons of porterhouse steaks. 

Return and take a drive to t'Stockdale."’ 
only seven miles from town. Here we find 
over two thousand horses, most ot them 
well-bred roadsters, many thoroughbreds, 
roaming overSection after section of the 
choicest alfalfa meadows, with the air of 
club-men surfeited with good things. Only 
the high spirits and good form of the 
lively yearling colts show the result of 
perennial ineadows converted into good 
horse-fiesh. Butas for the tons required, 
tnat is ‘a horse of a different color.”’

But if our critic still insists on figures of 
production, they will at best only be ap. 
proximate, and wuuld read something like 
thjs: An alfalfa field. ‘‘well set,’’ say a 
year and a half old, will yield from one and 
a half to two tons per acre foreach cutting, 
and will be susceptible of such harvest tor 
at least four times a vear, if properly cared 
for, besides some pasturage. After the 
secoud vear, and especially where the 
water carries fertilizing sediment like that 
of Kern River, a good alfalfa meadow will 
yield as high as three tons per acre each 
cutting, and if not pastured will vield from 
five to seven such harvests each twelve 
months. Having thus stated the truth, and 
nothing but the truth, I shall expect to be 
named the Ananias of Kern county alfalfa 
meadows for all time to come. 

The last time your correspondent was 
down among’those never-let-up fellows of 
Riverside, they insisted on having the 


monopoly not only of the ‘Washington: 


Navels" of pure descent but also on being 
in possession of the only live ‘‘lords’’ solely 
engaged in the pursuit of horticulture. 
Now the Kern Delta Irrigation colonists 
respectfully beg leave to differ. They have 
among them not only ‘‘lords’’ to the manor 
born, but ‘earls’ as we}l, to say nothing of 
a tine lot of young men ‘of the same race) 
who know howto wear a dfess coat, but can 
also swing a hoe. And that does not 
half the story. Over five thousand acres in 


Vine, peach and prune orchards are under 


cultivation in charge of a well-known gen- 
tleman, formerly one of the most successful 
Riverside orange growers. This acreage is 
the property of English settlers, and, once 
in bearing, will see its respective owners 
settled on the same. Every true English- 
man always did respect a ‘lord's’ judg- 
ment, and in acknowledgment of theit 
sound discrimination in this special in-’ 
stance, the Southern Pacific has named one 
of its local stationsin otr fruit colony ‘“Gos- 
ford,’* after the Earl of the same title. who 
owfs asection of chojce peach and grape 
orchards near by. No doubt his honor, 
Lord Clifden, who is also among our respec- 
tive settlers, will be similarly honored. 
Riverside cannot have it all her own way.

i. W. Howes is the name of a ftestive 
young Easterner who has succeeded the 
past year or more in cutting a very wide 
swath in local society circles throughout 
Southern California.

_ THE WATER QUESTION. 

The Water Committee presented the 

following report. 
' We have given the matter of locating and 
building new head works and conduit for 
water supply, as proposed by City Engineer 
Dockweiler, much time and attention. 

We have met with one very formidable 
obstacle in making you some recommenda- 
tion for building works for which bonds 
were voted last November. That is, the 
land upon which the Engineer proposes to 
build head works does not belong tothe 
re? but is the property of J. D. Hooker and 

. Pomeroy, and a part of tile old Provi. 
encia ranch, the location being at an eleva: 
tion high enough to run the water into the 
city on the route of the old Canal and Res. 
ervoir Company's ditch onthe same ditch 
»which the Citizens’ Water Company has 
been using for several years past, but which 
the city owns up to the Providencia ranch, 


We find that the Citizens’ Water es 


a 


has been taking water through this ditch 
for several years, as granted right by the 
city, but they have also continued the ditch 
farther upon the lands of the Providencia . 
Ranch Company, and for which right they 
‘have been paying the owners, Messrs. Pom 
eroy and Hooker, $5 per day for the past 
three or four years, . 

We find this large compensation has been 
paid to these parties to enable them to get 
far enough up the river to intercept the 
river at high enough elevation to run the 
water into the city by-gravity. The con- 
duit which the Engineer proposes to build 
is to be on about the same location as this 
ditch, and will have to be built on lands not 
now belonging to the city. Therefore we 
have been in consultation with Messrs. 
Pomeroy and -Hooker frequently for sev: 
eral weeks, to secure rights-of-way tor con: 
duit and land for a system of ftilteration 
pipes and location of headworks. We have 

ad proposals from them to sell us water. 
rights in various ways on said ranch, but, 
upon full investigation, your committee 
were unanimous in’the opinion that it was 
best for the city to obtain a straight deed 
of any or all lands in that ranch which the 
city would ever need, sothat the city could 
control the lands adjacent to and on each 
side of the river near where our supply of 
water was to be obtained. 

Therefore this committee has obtained’ 
an option to purchase any. time within 
sixty days from March 30 1893, over four 
hundred acres of land in the location de- 
sired, and on.each side of the Los Angeles 
River, from the Los Feliz ranch line up the 
river about one mile and a half. We will 
say that while this option to purchase is 
dated March 30, thatit did not come into 
our hands until since the meeting of this 
Council one week ago. We will turther 
say that the water for reservoir No. 4, 
Woolen Mill Ditch, Westlake Park, Sixth 
Street Park and irrigation ditch on Figue- 
roa street has always been taken out of the 
river on the Providencia ranch, and not on 
Los Felis ranch ...... 

We believe the time has now arrived 
when the city should own and control its 
own water system; that we have an abun- 
dance of goéd pure water within easy 
reach, and that when the city does supply 
our own people with water that the rates 
can be reduced to one-third or one-haif of 
what they are at present. ~* 

We recommend that allthe members of 
this Council go and fully examine the loca- 
tion of the land covered by this option, that 
each one may better understand the situa- 
tion.

FONDA THE FAKIR. 


The Smooth Young Fakir Before 
Justice Seamans. 


Held ta Answer on Charges of Obtaining 
Money Under False Pretenses and 
Grand Larceny—Another 
Complaint Filed. 


Edward Fonda, alias Arthur Chester- 
ton, the erstwhile sport and confidence 
‘operator, with his hair parted in the 
middie andan attempt at injured inno- 
cence in his demeanor, graced Justice 
Seamans’s department of the Police 
Court yesterday afternoon. Many of 
the suave prisoner’s ‘friends,’’ who 
had*courted his acquaintance during 
the days when he spent with a lavish 
hand the hard-earned coin of his gulli- 
ble victims, were there, too, but not 
with the same feelings they had enter- 
tained for the youthful scapegrace at 
one time. Their appearance was 
not at all agreeable to Fonda, either, 
and he stolidly kept his gaze averted 
throughout the whole proceedings. 

- The storv of the man’s smooth work as 
related on the stand by the complaining 
witness, W. E. Coons sounds more like 


a tale from.a.yellow-covered detective} 


harrative than a page from real life. 

dt was early in the month of January 
that Fonda struck the town without 
funds. That he lacked for coin was of 
no consequence to him, however, for in 
lieu thereof he counted among his re- 
sources, besides a criminal disposition, 
“an insinuating mannerand an unlimited 
supply of that staple article, ‘‘gall,’’ so, 
, considering all things, with the above 
combination of stock in trade, he 
thought himself ina pretty good boat 
after all and started out to gather in 
returns on hiscapital. 

Among the first acquaintances he made 
in the city was W. E. Coons, who keeps 
_a butcher shop in the Broadway Market. 
Fonda’s plans were not very deep, but 
they did not lack ingenuity. Having 
assured Coons that he was a distant 
_Telative of bis, a cousin, making 
himself solid with the family, Fonda’s 
next move was to strike his newly- 
found relative for a loan of $100. 
Pleased with being able to claim rela- 
tionship with so brilliant a young scion 
of the aristocracy as Fonda represented 
himself, Coons agreed to go surety on 
Fonda’s note for $100. The note was 
deposited with the Broadway Bank and 
charged to Coons’s account, and $100 
fm money advanced to Fonda. Time 
sped. The note came due and 
Coons paid it off. Fonda, how- 
ever, finding that he -had caught 
a sucker in the one case, proceeded to 
follow up his supposed advantage. This 
time he represented himself as again 
short of cash, and importuned John 
Yates, a friend of Coon’s, to advance 
him another $100 on a lot of jewelry. 
Yates promised to do this if Coons 
would be responsible for the money 
owed by his ‘‘relative.’ Coons as- 
sented upon the box, former y exhibited 
with the jewelry in it * being placed in 
his keeping, andso the second $100 
was paid to Fonda. Coons was very 
busy during the day, but when night 
came he ‘went to his safe to take a look 
atthe boxof ‘‘securities,’’ and found, 
vpon taking off the lid, that the re- 
ceptacle contained, besides a cake 


of soap, some common pebbles 
and a few dry leaves. Then, and 
then, did it dawn upon 


him that he had been the victim of a 

swindler. He recognized no longer in 
~f'onda the man who he couid point to 

with pride as being his cousin, who 
would soon have in bis own right many 
thousands of dollars and prove himself 
a worthy branch of the Coon family, 
but rather a low thief who had taken 
advantage of his credulity to rob him of 
his honestly-gotten coin. 

Two complaints were immediately 

filed against Fonda, one charging him 
with obtaining mouey under false pre- 
tenses and one for gtand larceny. 
Im the examination yesterday Calvin 
Edgerton, Esq., appeared for the de- 
fendant and Deputy District Attorney 
Conkling conducted the prosecution. 
At the conclusion of the testimony 
Justice Seamans ordered that Fonda be 
held on both charges to answer to the 
charge of obtaining money under false 
pretenses. 

But the list of Fonda’s crimes has, not 
yet reached an end. Hardly was the 
examination over before another 
paged was filed by Detectives Auble and 

nson against the defendant for grand 
larceny, this offense consisting, of the 
carrying away and pawning of atype- 
writer belonging to a ‘Mrs. Sullivan, 
who keepsthe lodging-house on Olive 
etreet where Fonda roomed. 

Ifcomplaints continue to come in 
with the same rapidity that they have 
in the past Fonda will undoubtedly be 
enabled to receive a round nimber of 
years in the the State’s prison.

HOLDS A VENDOR'S LIEN. 

Judge Van Dyke vesterday morning |. 
rendered his decision in the case of 
Mrs. Ellen D. Raymond vs. George W. 
Glover et al.,an action to declare a 
lien, ordering finding and judgment for 
the plaintiff, in accordance with a 
lengthy written opinion handed down 
therein. 

Mrs. Raymond, who resides in the 
East, made an agreement, through her 
agent, the notorious George Monroe, on 
July 1, 1891, with George W. Glover 
for the sale of a tract oi land she owned: 
in this .county for $1800, of which 


$500 was to be paid down, and the bal- | 


ance of $1300 in three vears, evi- 
denced by a note, and secured by a pur- 
chase money mortgage on the premj 
ises. Pursuant to this agreement, Mrs. 
Raymond, on January 22, 1892, exe- 
cuted a deed of the premises to Glover 


and his wife, and forwarded it to Mon- 


roe for delivery, upon the execution of 
a note and mortgage for $1300, but, 
instead of having these documents made 
out to his principal, Monroe induced 
the Glovers to make them to himself, 


and pledged them as collateral security, - 


in March last, for the payment of 
$1000 loanedtohim by the Gerntan 
American Savings Bank. Monroe also 
received the $500 paid on the prem- 
ises, and converted it to his own use. 
The bank, by way of a cross. complaint, 
asked that the mortgage be foreclosed. 

The Court, after reviewing the evi- 
dence, orders that the note and mort- 
gage executed to Monroe, through his 
fraud, be cancelled; and that the plain- 
tiff, not having received any security at 
the time of the delivery of the deed, 
holds a vendor’s lien on the premises 
for the unpaid portion of the purchase 
money. 

DENIED CUSTODY OF HER CHILDREN.

ernoon Mary E. Dilley, who was re- 
cently divorced from her husband, A. 
E. Dilley of Fullerton, appeared before 
Judge Wade and applied for tbe cus- 
tody of her two children, which had 
been awarded to the plaintiff by the de- 
cree of divorce on March 18 last, upon 
the ground that she had allowed the 
matter to go by default through ignor- 
ance of her rights in the premises.
